Tiie figures of births and deaths shown in this state- 
ment for the week ending the 18th February, 1950 ralate 
to 147 towns with an estimated population of 21,273 
thousands. The total number of towns is 224 and their 
population is 27,923 thousands. Thus 33% of the total 
number of towns representing 78% of the total population 
is covered in this statement. The numbers of births and 
deaths reoorded in these towns were 11,113 and 7,408 re- 
presenting birth and death rates of _27‘1 and 18' 1 per 
thousand of population respectively. 

) 

(A) States (Parts A and C):— The data here relate 
121 towns with an estimated population of 18,183 thou- 
sands. Information abont Assam, Bihar and Madras could 
'not be inoluded. The total numbe : of towns is 192 arid 
their population is 24,354 thousands. Thus 63% of the 
total number of towns representing 76% of the total popula- 
tion is covered. The numbers of births and deaths recorded 
in these towns were 9,384 and 3,492 representing birth 
and death rates of 26 '8 and 18 '6 per thousand of popula- 


tion respectively. The table at the end gives the position 
by states. 

The town of Puri in Orissa was the only o ne whioh 
had a high death rato of 57 ■ 9 per thousand of population 
and this high rate was mainly due to deaths from dysentery 
and diarrhoea and fevers. 

(B) States (Part B) : — The data here relate to 28 towns 
with an estimated population of 3,090 thousands. The 
total number of towns is 32 and their population is 3,572 
thousands. Thus 81% of the total number of towns repre- 
senting 87% of the total population is oovered. The 
numbers of births and deaths recorded in these towns were 
1,729 and 916 representing birth and death rates of 29'1 
and 15 ‘4 per thousand of population respeotively. 

Rajkot in Saurashtra was the only one whioh had a 
high death rate of 51 3 per thousand of population and 
this high death rate was largely due to deaths from fevers 
and smallpox.
